lm Connecticut the Democratic plurality is 
over 5,000. Idaho's three Electoral votes are 
still in doubt, but there is indication that they 
will ultimately be found in the Weaver column. 
Kansas is for Weaver. The Populists 
still claim the State, however, and 
are backed up by several newspapers. The 
vote is so close that until the returns are all in 
- there is a chance that it may swing. in 
Michigan the returns are coming 
in slowly; the Electoral vote still stands ten 
for Harrison and four for Cleveland, 
but these figures may be altered by later ad- 
viees, Weaver has probably lost the four 
, Electoral votes in Minnesota he was credited 
with yesterday and the nine votes of the State 
may now be counted for Harrison. Thus 
the only sure votes for the Populist candi- 
date—Idaho and Kansas still doubtful— 
are in the silver States; Colorado contribut- 
ing four and Nevada three. Oregon may 
have one for Weaver, however, and make his 
total eight, the latest returns from that State 
_ indicating that the vote is divided, leaving 
three for Harrison. The Republicans have 

conceded West Virginia to the Democrats. 
The latest returns show that the Populists 
and Democrats will have to unite in the Sen- 
gate in order to have the balance of power.

NATIONAL COMMITTEE VIEWS. 


What Is Thought of the Defeat by the 
Men Who Run the Campaign. 

New Tonk, Nov. 9.—[Special.|—The view 
of the men who have had to do with the man- 
agement of the Republican National cam- 
paign is that either free trade or Democratic 
stultification will be the outcome of yester- 
day’s election. 

They believe that the issue was presented 
squarely to the people and they do not ques- 
tion the verdict rendered. If the hundreds of 
thousands of wage-earners in New York, 
Brooklyn, Chicago, and other large cities are 
ready for the experiment, and if the farmers 
want to try new conditions as Tuesday’s vot- 
ing seems to show, there ought to be no inter- 
ference with ‘the carrying out of their 
will. The fact that the Senate will 
probably have an anti-Republican ma- 
jority and possibly a straight Democratic one 
after March 4 is a subject of congratulation. 
Either the Democrats must keep their pledges 
or the free trade current in the party will 
sweep it away. It also appears that while the 
business interests were more than satisfied 
with President Harrison’s administration they 
are also ready for a change in the fiscal policy. 
These were the views interchanged at Re- 
publican national headquarters this afternoon 
when Chairman Carter, Messrs. Clarkson, 
Kerens, Manley, Cornelius N. Bliss, and other 
members of the committee studied the re- 
turns. If the disaster had been due to a break 
at any one point in the line the com- 
mittee might have felt that its own man- 
agement would be subjected to criticism. But 
in the general overturning there could be no 
such responsibility laid to them. Some of the 
members thuught they saw the beginning of 
the disaster two years hack, when Mr. Blaine’s 
protests were unheeded and duties were 
raised, yet they believe the distinction between 
protection and free trade had been drawn 
clearly enough, so that a difference of opinion 
as to the schedules would not cause a weaken- 
ing in the Republican line of battle. 

From the first they recognized that the

so that the State might be lost and the battle 
still won. While the danger of fusion was 
recognized in the Western States it was hoped 
that the plain failure of the movement in the 
South would have its moral in the West and 
the Republicans who had been drawn into the 
movement there would return to the fold. 
But when Illinois gave a straight Democratic 
majority it was recognized that the success or 
failure of fusion was henceforth of little con-

MATES FIRST GIVEN. 


Democrats Elect Their National and State 
Tickets by Substantial Pluralities— Full 
Keturns Not In, but Altgeld Ran Behind 
Cleveland Considerably in Several Coun- 
tles—There Will Be Nine Republicans 
and Thirteen Democrats from This State 
in Congress—Legislature Democratic. 

Returns yesterday and last night from Illi- 
nois counties indicate the election of the 

Democratic State ticket and also that Cleve- 

land carries the State by a substantial major- 

ity. Altgeld for Governor and the State 
ticket appears to run behind the national 
ticket. This is decidedly pronounced in some 
counties, such as Adams, Cass, Cook, Craw-

Cotumavus, O., Nov. 9,.—[Special.|—If the 
returns received today are to continue the 
official count will be necessary to determine 
whether Cleveland or Harrison Electors are 
winners in Ohio. All day long the 
slump in the Republican majorities has 
continued, thirty-six counties showing a 
Democratic gain of 14,440. At the same ratio 
the Democrats will win by a safe majority. 


It seems to be conceded that the 
Demooeratio State ticket is elected, but 
Chairman Dick will not admit it. 


W. A. Taylor, Democratic candidate for Sec- 
retary of State, tonight sent a telegram to 
Grover Cleveland claimmg that Ohio would 
cast its twenty-three votes for him in the 
Electoral College, but fuller’ returns will 
be necessary before that can occur. 
If the tenor of today’s reports continue, how- 
ever, that result is not unlikely to happen, 
and Ohio, fur the first time in its history 
as a State, will vote for the Demo- 
cratic Presidential candidate. Both parties 
are dumfounded by the returns. The 
Republicans fully expected to win by not less 
than 25.000. and the Democratic committee 
conceded 15,000 on the State. The Democrats 
never dreamed of any such result, and even 
now they can hardly realize it. Chairman Far- 
ley of the Democratic committee left for 
home this morning having given up the State. 
Gov. McKinley was asked tonight how he 
could explain the overwhelming defeat, but he 
refused to go into details, saying: In the 
present condition of affairs I think it is unne- 
cessary for me to say anything.” 
The greatest surprise to the. Republicans 
of Ohio is the miscarriage of the gerrymander 
which has met the fate of all former efforts 
of previous Legislatures, Republican and 
Democratic, except that by the latter 
party, when the districts were changed 
in 1890. The bill of last winter was 
designed to give the Republicans fifteen and 
the Democrats six Congressmen. The Demo- 
crate have certainly gained three, and prob- 
ably four, of the districts, and claim eleven 
members.

SURPRISING DEMOCRATIC GAINS. 


Only 1,000 to Be Overcome in Twenty- 
three Counties. 
Cuzvetanp, O., Nov. 9. — [Special.] — Sur- 
prising news comes from Columbus. The 
outlook for the Ohio vote has steadily become 
more Democratic since early this morning. 
At 10 o’clock this morning the Democrats be- 
gan to take courage sufficient to claim that 


Ohio would probably be Democratic. 
These claims were based on scattering 
returns showing material gains for 


the Democratic party. Telegrams were 
sent to County Chairinen and returns soon 
began to come, showing steady Democratic 
gains. Then the claim went out that Ohio 
would be Democratic and there was a panic 
at the Republican headquarters. Republicans 
also telegraphed to counties for the latest re- 
turns. Both committees got down to earnest 
figuring.

Wanna, W. Va., Nov. 9.—([Special.]— 
West Virginia has voted to remain a member 
of the Solid South for at least another four 
years. The Republican State committee con- 
cedes the election of McCorkle, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, by 1,000 majority, and 
that the State has gone for Cleveland by less 
than that, though Democrats claim a greater 
victory. The Democrats will have 10 or 12 
majority in the Legisiature on joint ballot. 
Democrats have carried the Fourth Congres- 
sional District, reélecting Capt. Hart, and have 
reélected William L. Wilson in the Second. 
The Third Distriet is in doubt and the chances 
favor Davenor in the First. The election 
in the State has been remarkable in many 
ways, and the State bas struck Republicans all 
in a heap. They did not give up until tonight, 
when they heard from Republican strong- 
holds. All dispatches from Democratic 
counties up to this time showed 
the expceted Republican gains, some 
of them exceeding expectations, but 
there was more than a corresponding fall- 
ing off in Republican counties. Had the latter 
even polled their usual majorities the State 
would have been swept by the Republicans. 
Large Republican gains in Democratic dis- 
tricts and large losses in Republican 
districts comprise a situation which politicians 
cannot account for. The full returns are not 
in yet; not one-third of the counties heard 
from. It will be several days before the exact 
vote will be known. In Ohio County, Wheel- 
ing, the Republicans gain one member of the 
Legislature and gain control of the County 
Commissioners.

WANTED IN NEW YORK. 


Tammany Sweeps the Metropolis and Puts 
All Its Candidates inte Office—The Em- 


pire State Legislature Will Be Demo- 
eratic on the Joint Ballot and Will 
Return a Democratic Senator as Frank 
Hiscock’s Successor—Figures as to Con- 
gressional Districts, 

Arzany, N. I., Nov 9.—[Special.]—Cleve- 
land’s plurality in New York state is esti- 
-mated at 42,799. The later returns from the 
interior counties show increased gains for 
Cleveland. The Prohibition vote has increased 
slightly while that of the People’s and Social- 
ist-Labor parties jumped up surprismaly and 
hug it rather close. It is estimated that there 
were 60,000 votes polled by these third parties, 
though they elect no officers, The new As 
sembly stands seventy-three Democrats and 
fifty-five Republicans. The Senate, which 
holds over, consists of eighteen Democrats, 
thirteen Republicans, and one Independent 
Democrat. This insures the election of a 
Dem >crat to succeed Frank Hiscock as Unit- 
ed States Senator. The name of William F. 
Sheehan is suggested, but conservative Demo- 
crats believe that World’s Fair Commussioner 
John Boyd Thacher or some such business- 
man ashe will succeed Mr. Hiscock. New 
York’s representation in Congress wili consist 
of twenty-two Democrats and twelve Repub- 
licans. ‘Che Republicans in the Eighteenth 
District claimed the election of Lefever, Rep., 
today, but the semi-official figures of the dis- 
trict give it to Cox, Dem., the present incum- 
bent, by a small plurality.

NEW YORK BY COUNTIES (REVISED). 


New York, Nov. 9.—The drift of normal 
existence is resumed in this town this morn- 
ing, just as though a President had not been 


made so recently as yesterday. The exchanges 


and the markets are again open and business 
proceeds with the stress of a political cam- 
ban removed. In the Stock Exchange, 
which some regard asa barometer of com- 
mercial sentimeut, the market opened lower, 
railway stocks ‘deciining 4 to N per cent, 
while the trusts fell anywhere from g to 2 per 
cent. American. Sugar dropped to 109%, 
Whisky Trust to 65, and Cordage common to 
134. Chicago Gas declined to 97% and later 
rose to 98%. 

Mr. Cieveland’s plurality in New York City 
and County is 76,947, or 3,086 more than that 
of Mayor-elect Thomas P. Gilroy. The en- 
tire city and county ticket of the Democrats is 
elected. Every Assemblyman except one out 
of the thirty in the city and county is elected. 
The solitary one is a County Democrat who 
was indorsed by the Republicans. Every 
aldermanic candidate ia elected. Every Con- 
gressman is elected. Mr. Cleveland’s piural- 
ity is greater than was Grant’s—60,578—over 
Seymour in 1868, but Mayor-elect Gilroy’s 
plurality over Candidate Einstein—73,861—ex- 
ceeds by nearly 20.000 the greatest majority 
secured by a New York Mayoralty candidate 
in twenty-four years, that of 54,274 in 1868.

CABINET TIMBER FOR CLEVELAND, 


Men from Whom He Will Choose His Ad- 
visors and the Reasons Therefor, 


New York, Nov. 9.—[Special. |—Cleveland’s 
Cabinet can be seen in shadowy outlines, It 
is known that he will profit by the mistakes 
he made eight years ago and will not weaken 
the Democratic party in Connecticut by 
taking any of its strong men from the House 
or Senate to put them intoexecutive positions. 
Nor will any of the members of his former 
Cabinet be fitted on the same pegs. This 
year Mr, Cleveland ran as a democrat, and 
was elected by the Democratic machine. The 


and it won’t be necessary to take one of their 
number as was done in 1885 when Endicott of. 

Massachusetts was Secretary of War. 
The Democrats ev will be delighted 
with knowledge that it 1 to be a Democratic 
administration all the way through. 

The East will have the Treasury portfolio. 
Senator John R. MePherson of New Jersey 
wants it. He has a leaning for finance and his 
work in keebmg New Jersey in line for Cleve- 
land entitles him to recognition. He would 
satisfy what is called the conservative busi- 
ness sentiment. As the anti-snappers are to 
be given consideration, their leader, ex-Mayor 
William R. Grace, might be persuaded to be- 
come Secretary of the Treasury himself. Tam- 
many asks no Cabinet place. All it wants is 
the control of the patronage in New York. 
Mr. Cleveland may do as he did eight years 
ago and give the Empire State two Cabinet 
positions, It has been the current talk 
that Henry Villard wanted to enter 
political life, and that in case of Cleveland’s 
success he looked forward to the Interior De- 
partment as a reward. His interest in rail- 
road properties in the West, however, would 
make this impossible, If Villard gets any- 
thing it will be probably of a lower rank than 
the Cabinet. In 1888 it was known that in the 
event of Cleveland’s reélection Dan Lamont 
was to be promoted from private secretary to 
Postmaster-General. 

Ex-Secretary William C. Whitney will not 
take his old place at the head of the Navy Do- 
partment. He is shrewd enough to know that 
he could hardly niaintain the reputation: he 
gained during Mr. Cleveland’s former admin- 
istration. The State Department would be 
the only thing that is upto Whitney’s ambi- 
tion, and he does not court the trying duties 
of that office. What Whitney wants and ex- 
pects is to be made Minister to the Court. of 
St. James. The social side of the mission is 
an attractive one for him. Then there is the 
further consideration that it is important for 
him to be out of the country where he can’t 
be held responsible for not fulfilling the 
promises he has made. 

Ex-Secretary Bayard also wants to go to 
London, and it is supposed that law-partner 
Wayne MacVeagh would not object to shining 
in the diplomatic service if given the English 
mission. Cleveland would be afraid of Bay- 
ard making a mess as Minister to Great Brit- 
ain just as he did when Secretary of State. 
The chances are that Whitney will go to Lon- 
don and Bayaid to Paris. 

Don Dickinson is another ex-Cabinet officer 
who has aspired toe succeed Minister Lincoln. 
but he has reached above his level. He will 
be advised to try fe Senatorship in 
Michigan, and if that fails a place 
will be found for him in the course 
of time on the Superior bench, Filling the 
Department of State will not be easy. The 
Democratic party has no one on the Foreign 
Affairs committee in Congress who would 
bring sufficient reputation to it,and the party it- 
self is lacking in public men who are equipped 
for foreign affaira. Ex-Seuator Eustis of 
Louisiana is mentioned. He is an accom- 
plished man, and probably better fitter than 
most of the leaders for the place, but he hard- 
ly stands high enough in the party to warrant 
his selection. Besides, he has always been an 
anti-Cleveland Democrat, 

Illinois is sure of representation in the Cabi- 
net ualess its Democratic factions get to 
228 among themselves. Eight years ago 

r. Cleveland wanted to make 2 Trum- 
bull Secretary of State, but refrained because 
advised that W. C. Goudy’s friends would 
never stand it. Maybe Mr. Goudy will make 
it himself this time and go down the road to 
fame as Attorney General. If he does not 
there may be a chance for Judge Lambert 
Tree. It might be said right here that Hori- 
zontal William R. Morrison will have as much 
influence with the new administration as 
Senator John M. Palmer or the Chicago 
erowd.“ He made his deal with Cleveland at 
the right time and carried it out to the letter. 
He might take a notion himself to swap his 
Inter-State-Commerce place for a seat in the 
Cabinet. Ben Cable will be rewarded with a 
foreign mission, though not a great big one. 

Ex-Gov. James E. Campbell of Ohio can be 
Secretary of the Navy if he says the word. He 
is poor, however, and his friends are insisti 
that he shall take some lucrative office suc 
as Consul-General to Liverpool or London. 
More likely his political ambition will prevai) 
and he will elect to be Secretary of the Navy. 
If he doesn’t there 1s a possibility that ex- 
Congressman Hiloy A. Herbert of Alabama 
will get the prize. It would be a misfortune 
for the country if this should happen for he is 
anarrow-minded Bourbon. He has been Chair- 
man of the House Naval committee. He sac- 
rificed himself on the silver altar for Cleve- 
land and will claim his pay. The South is 
bound to have its share in the Cabinet and 
this problem is goi to be a perplexing one 
for Mr. Cleveland. men he wants from 
that section are the kind that the party can’t 
spare. 

Carlisle won’t leave the Senate to become 
Secretary of the Treasury. If W. L. Wilson 
fails to be reélected to the House from West 
Virginia Cleveland will surely make him a 
Cabinet officer. What the South especially 
wants is the Attorney-General, so that the 
control of the Federal election machinery will 
be left in its hands. 

Missovri has already produced two Cabinet 
candidates. Gov. Francis fixed things at Chi- 
cago so that he could have a mortgage on the 
Interior Department. He delivered his votes 
to Cleveland and thought that he would surely 
reap the harvest. But Francis does not carry 
enough merit to land him in the Cabinet, and 
opposition exists in his own State, and Dick 
Dalton, the farmer-lawyer, will be brought 
out as a candidate for Secretary of Agriculture 
in order to head off Francis. ‘The result will 
be that Missouri won’t have Cabinet represent- 
ation. Possibly J. Sterling Morton of Ne- 
braska will be Secretary of Agriculture. 

The biggest elephant the new administra- 
tion will have to carry is Isaac Pusey Gray of 
Indiana. As the Hoosier State has gone for 
Cleveland Gray will demand the Interior De- 
partment and will back up his demand. In the 
end he is likely to be thrown down as he was by 
Whitney at the Chicago convention when the 
Cleveland managers refused to deliver the 
Vice-Presidency, but the performance will be 
an ugly one and Mr. Cleveland would like to be 
spared it. The incoming President’s feelings 
towards Gray may be guessed. 

Last night when the returns seemed to show 
that Illinois was safely Democratic he re- 
marked to those around him that it would be 
a party blessing if Indiana were carried by 
Harrison. He was entirely willing to forego 
the pleasure of having the Electoral majority 
awelled by the vote of Indianaif he could be 
freed from the necessity of caring for Gray.

rison 87,559; Cleveland 88,698; Weaver 15,352;

FORMAL TRIAL OF DR. BRIGGS IS OR. 


The New York Presbytery Hears an Argu- 
ment and Decides to Go to Work. 

New York, Nov. 9.— Special. — The trial of 
the Rev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs, charged with 
heresy by the Presbyterian Church of the 
United States of America, began this after- 
noon before the Presbytery of New York. The 
Rev. Dr. J. C. Bliss acted as moderator.

The Duke was found dead in bed this morn- 
ing at Blenheim Palace, the seat of the Duke 
of Marlborough at Woodstock, Oxfordshire. 
He went to last night at 11:30 o’clock 
seemingly in fair health, but his valet found 
him cold in death when he went to call him. 
His hand was clinched over his heart, and the 
local physician saia death had resulted from 
heart disease. 

Saturday last the Duke was in London and 
then appeared to be i | good health. All 
summer he was working hard over a telephone 
scheme and other ventures in the city. He 
was the head of a new telephone company 
which was to revolutionize the existing sys- 
tem, but this company joined the telephone 
pool a few months ago. 

Noted for Dissipation. 

The Duke was a brother of Lord Randolph 
Churchill. His full name and title was 
George Charles Spencer Churchill. Duke of 
Marlborough, Marquis of Blandford, Earl of 
Sunderland, Earl of Marlborough, Baron 
Spencer of Wormieigh, and Baron Churchill 
of Sandridge (all in „ Prince of the 
Holy Roman Empire, and Prince of Mindel- 
heim in Suabia. He was ded from 
the great English commander, John Churchill, 
whose military career is one of the most brill- 
iant in British history, Blenheim House be- 
ing named after the famous victory at Blen- 

im.

The Duke was a profligate by instinct and 
even when a boy his escapades were such that 
he was sent abroad, where he continued his 
dissipations. Returning to England he mar- 
ried Albertha Frances Anne Hamilton, sixth 
daughter of the first Duke of Abercorn. She 
wag one of the most beautiful women in 
Great Britain. The Duke had only been 
married a little over a year when he — 
involved in the Lady Mordaunt scandal. By 
the confession of Lady Mordaunt six of the 
English nobility, include the late Duke, 
then the Marquis of Blandford, and the Prince 
of Wales, were involved.

The 
sale of these brought him a fortune again, 
which he 3 roceeded to spend. 
Then came the Lady Colin Campbell scandal.

ACADEMY OF SCIENCES NEEDS A HOME. 


Appeal for an Endowment Fund to Erect 
„One at Lincoln Park. 

The President and trustees of the Chicago 
Academy of Sciences have made a plea to the 
public, and especially to residents of the 
North Side, for an endowment fund with 
which to erect a fireproof building on a site 
tendered the academy by the Commissioners 
of Lincoln Park. A well-known citizen offers 
to give $75,000 fora fireproof building if the 
academy will raise as much more for an en- 
dowment fund. 

For several years the academy has been 
without a home. Its present assets are a valu- 
able and constantly increasing library, a col- 
lection on natural history said to be worth 
$60, and a record asa scientific body for 


thirty-five years, — —— by the learned 
societies of the civili world, 
At the time of the greet fire the academy 


was a rich and prosperous institution, having 
its own building money at interest. The 
choicest material constantly poured into its 
museum. In addition to its miscellaneous 
museum its building held as speciai deposits 
collections of birds, insects, marine 


minerals, invertebrates, a scientific library, 


which were consumed by the fire.

again enter the ranks of scientific educational 
institutions with a building worthy of its pur- 


poses. 

Membership has doubled within a year.

The old State Microscopical Society, 
with sixty-five members, has surrendered its 
charter and become a section of the acad- 
emy. The Chemicai Society, with forty-seven 
members, has done likewise. The astronom- 
ical section has an attendanee of 100 at ite 
monthly meetings. A new life pervades all 
the departments. The geological section is 
now well advanced on a topographical 
relief map of the county, but the academy 
must have a home where ite cabinet and 
library can be made accessible to members 
and to the public, and where work-rooms and 
laboratories will be found. Within a year the 
closing of the Columbian Exposition will 
make available collections in all departments 
of science, a large part of which the academy 
can easily get ifit can show iteelf competent 
and prepared to provide for and make proper 
use of them.
